BILL 

TO 

Amend the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1898, with 
respect to Bridges. 

T)E it enacted by the King’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
J-J with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : — 

5 1. An urban county district which, before the passing of the 

Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1898, was a county of a city 
or a county of a town shall, after the passing of this Act, be 
deemed to be a county of a city or a county of a town, as the 
case may he, for the purposes of the Bridges (Ireland) Acts, 
10 1813 to 1875. 

2. This Act may he cited as the Local Government (Ireland) 
Act (1898) Amendment Act, 1906, and shall be read together with 
the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1898, and the Acts amending 
or extending the same. 
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
